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Too Many Fatalities 


Another traffic death on the Calgary 
highway over the holiday week-end em- 
phasizes the urgent need for some provin- 
cial investigation to discover just why this 
roadway between Edmonton and duc 
should be so horribly productive of fatali- 
ties. 

During the past year or so, almost 
every week brings news of accidents, many 
of them fatal, on this stretch of road. 

There are only three possible factors 
that can be blamed; 

1. The geographical and physical con- 
dition of the highway. 

2. Extrabrdinarily poor driving. 

3. Inadequate law enforcement. 

If there are structural deficiencies in 


Fine Football, Poor 


If the management of Clarke Stadium 
was only a tenth as good as the kind of 
football played by its home team, custom- 
ers would not have to breathe a sigh of 
relief every time they get out of the 
grounds alive. 

Clarke Stadium is one of the finest 
football fields in Canada.

But the circumstances are not proper 
when the aisles are jammed with spectators 
who have either been sold standing room 
or have dodged into the park without 
paying at all, 

At the Labor Day game, the aisles 
were disgracefully obstructed. And the 
police appeared to pay no attention to the 
obstructors at all. 

Such a fire hazard 
tolerated. 

We do not know if Clarke Stadium is 
supposed to have ushers. Certainly they 
were not in evidence Monday night, either 


should not be 


this roadway that create physical hazards, 
it is the business of the province to see 
that they are removed, 

If the driving is so careless as to cause 
all these mishaps, it is up to the province 
to introduce compulsory drivers tests and 
get the offenders off the roads. 

If the law against dangerous driving 
is not being enforced, it is the province's 
duty to see that it is enforced. 

The Calgary highway has developed 
into a death trap. 

It is not the duty of a newspaper to 
say why it has developed into a death trap, 
but it is the duty of the provincial govern- 
ment to discover why and to take measures 
to counteract this tragic tendency.

Provincial War on Rat Invasion 


Prompt and drastic measures by the 
provincial government to prevent a rat in- 
vasion of Alberta cannot be too highly 
commended. 

In the first place, the government has 
declared rats to be pests in the meaning 
of the Agricultural Pests Act. 

This means that the onus of responsi- 
bility for controlling rats will fall on prop- 
erty owners and if property owners fail 
to take proper measures to keep the ani- 
mals out of their premises, the government 
will do it for them and charge it against 
their land. 

This may sound like a dictatorial regu- 
lation. 

But, as in the case of noxious weeds, 
the farms and towns and cities of Alberta 
cannot be threatened by rat destruction

Editor, Bulletin—In 1883, short- 
ly before the capture and mas- 
sacre of Khartoum, General Gor- 
don, seeing all the signs of treach- 
ery and instability emong his 
Soudanese allies, wrote in his 
diary: “These people are not 
worth any great sacrifice.” 

Since 15 the South Koreans 
have been the beneficiaries of the 
most colossal welfare state in his- 
tory. All the technological advan- 
vantages of our way of life have 
been introduced into Korea by 
American enterprise. They have 
been continuously on the job of 
helping the Koreans open up 
their country, Every device of 
publicity has been used to point 
out to them the way of liberal 
democracy—free films, free lec- 
tures, a plethora of experts, news- 
apers and free radios from which 
issued the truth and only the 
truth. 

But despite all this, the Kore 
eans seem to have done precious 
little fighting for freedom them- 
selves against the Red hordes. 
They would appear overtaken by 
én epidemic of quislingites which 
can hardly be called local or in- 
termittent. Just as at Khartoum, 
we hear of surrenders, wholesale 
desertions, fifth columns and at 
best, apathy. Thousands have 
had to be neutralized before UN 
forces could operate with any 
degree of behind-the-lines se- 
curity.

Readers 
will rememfer that Lord Kitch- 
ener, the hero of Khartoum and 
the avenger of Gordon, had to 
deal with 20,000 of the very 


people he had liberated before

the remainder could be made to 
realize the magnitude of their 
deliverance. 

It was a question of prestige. 
What had been a local operation, 
had become, for many reasons, a 
world topic. So with Korea. We 
went to fight for a nation’s free- 
dom, only to find a substantial 
part of that nation more inter- 
ested in Red lavery. 

Prestitge is an integral part of 
the democratic way of life. But 
in these cynical times it is not 
as dependable a morale booster 
as it was during the impregnable 
era of Queen Victoria. After our 
boys have pondered the long win- 
ter months on the conduct of 
their allies, who can be too sure 
of their enthusiasm next spring. 
We know that as Gordon await- 
ed his fate 77 years ago, he began 
—more and more—to admire his 
savage foes who had every vice 
except cowardice and no virtue 
but bravery. Possibly he even 
had some regard for the fanatical 
Mahdi, who was more or less the 
nineteenth century edition of the 
13 bad men of the Kremlin all 
in one volume. 

Our real Korean friends are 
safe behind the ramparts of 
democracy. The gallant Dr. Rhee 
and his cabinet are, I believe, in 
Tokyo. As for the others, should 
they not be allowed to lie a 
while on their own Bolshevik 
bed?

In her story the Methodist min- 
istes of the morning conducts 
the Angiican service at night, 
and takes time out to rescue the 
incoming Catholic priest from 
drowning, A universally respect- 
ed businessman is Jewish. 

“At a table,” says Mrs, Mar- 
wick, “sat two Frenchmen, an 
Italian, a Belgian, a Syrian, an 
Englishman and one whose an- 
cestors came frem Ireland. To 
that meeting came a Finlander 
to impart the benefit of his ex- 
perience in lumbering.” 

It's an old saying that “you 
can't keep a good man down,” 
and this homespun book shows 
why neither fire nor disease epi- 
demics could keep down the 
North, For the people there still 
have a spirit which no outsider 
can describe unless he hag been 
there and felt it too. 


Seal Price Rises 
Due to Shortage 


Fur coats, like most things 
these days probably will be up 


in price soon—and it won't all be 


because U.S. longshore unions 
are refusing to unload Russian 
fur cargoes, 

The seals themselves are one 
good reason. That's the repmrt of 
the men who operate Uncle 
Sam's biggest fur-growing enter- 
prise on the Pribilof Islands in 
the Bering sea, far off the coast 
of Alaska, 

Edward C. Johnston, of the 
Fish and Wildlife Scrvice, who 
is general manager of the Pribi- 
lofs, says the government har- 
vested a lighter-than-usual crop 
of seal skins this summer. The 
yield was 60,090 sk compared 
with a 10-year average of 66,920. 

Another indication of a price 
hike: Last spring when the gov- 
ernment auctioned off the 1949 
kill, Uncle Sam received an av- 
erage of $64.20 per skin, as 
against $55.93 last year.

Pelts are thoroughly cured in 
salt before being packed for 
shipment to the States for auc- 
tion, with proceeds going into the 
U.S, treasury.
